A d Elephant's M onam n 
On the village green of Somers, a 
little town in Westchester county, New 
York, stands a curious memorial col­ 
umn, which, after some years of grad­ 
ually increasing dilapidation is about 
to be restored and repaired, to the sat­ 
isfaction of all the citizens of 
the 
place, but especially, one would think, 
to that of the children. For the monu­ 
ment preserves the memory 
of “Old 
Bet,” probably the first elephant ex­ 
hibited in this country, and 
is sur­ 
mounted by her image. 
Bet was brought over nearly a hun­ 
dred years ago by a French showman, 
who exhibited her in New York city, 
where crowds flocked, wondering, 
to 
see her. Hachaliah Bailey, a wealthy 
Somers farmer, was among them; and 
becoming interested in the animal, suc­ 
ceeded in purchasing a half-interest in 
it, gave up his farm work, and traveled 
over Canada and the United States, ex­ 
hibiting his marvellous acquisition. 
He proved successful as a showman, 
purchased other animals, bought out 
lesser shows, and was soon the man­ 
ager of a large flourishing menagrie; 
but in 1821, while he was exhibiting in 
a little town In Maine, a great misfor 
tune fell upon him: 
Bet broke loose 
during the show. 
People were not as 
well used to elephants then as they are 
now, and did not understand that they 
are commonly gentle and 
friendly 
beasts. There was wild and immediate 
panic, accompanied by the anger born 
of fear. Threats to shoot the managers 
were shouted aloud by excited men. 
Somebody got a gun, and though the 
managers were not shot, poor Old Bet 
was. 
After his beloved elephant’s death 
Hachaliah Bailey lost heart and gave up 
the show business, returning to his na­ 
tive place, where the next year he had 
plans prepared for a monument to Bet 
which was in due time erected.

has on hand two colonial wars in dis­ 
ta n t regions, and both demand imme­ 
diate re-enforcements of troops, with 
s monthly expenditure of millions. 
A 
premier, of rso-called liberal polities, 
has just organized a new cabinet, but 
it does not represent the dominant 
party in the Cort6e. The queen regent 
is an Austrian, and the heir to the 
throne a frail boy of 11. 
There is a 
Carlist party ready to engage in a 
revolution in behalf of another dynas­ 
ty. 
One of the other four parties 
favors a republic. 
The peasantry is 
discontented because of heavy taxes 
and conscription of youth into wars 
from which few return. 
In aristocra­ 
tic circles an immense number of in­ 
comes have been curtailed or lost by 
t ie colonial revolts. 
No matter in 
w hat direction a Spanish statesman 
turns he faces a sea of troubles, and a 
sky dark with portents. 
One illustration may be given, relat­ 
ing lo the idea that some form of au­ 
tonomy will be offered Cuba.

Strange as it may seem, the debt of 
Cuba is entirely the creation of the last 
thirty-five years. 
The island owed 
nothing in 1864. 
Then Spain [saddled 
it with $3,000,000 for military opera­

world. 
This 
ready 
device 
to 
raise money had increased the Cuban 
debt by 1868 to $7,630,000. 
The ten 
y e a rs 'revolt made it $124,000,000 by 
1836, and $168,000,000 in 1891,though 
up to that time over $115,000,000 was 
paid for interest and redemption. Not 
less than $275,000,000 additional will 
be the result of the present insurrec­ 
tion. 
The demonstrations in behalf 
of 
Weyler in Havana are due to the 
presence there of thousands of men 
whose incomes are based on a contin­ 
uance of the old order of things, and 
who are interested in plucking the 
island anew as soon as it can be 
quieted. 
An official report to the 
Cortes at Madrid in 1890 stated that 
official defalcations, 
chiefly in 
the 
custom department amounted to $22,- 
811,516. (Since 1878 the custom house 
embezzlements in Cuba are estimated 
at $130,000,000.

addition to the $26,000,000 raised an­ 
nually in Cuba by taxation just before 
the present outbreak.

forty feet about the street there was 
a train wreck Sunday night. 
High 
in the air, it had many unusual feat­ 
ures.

ice house. 
Lumber was piled about everywhere, 
and three flat cars leaded w ith tele­ 
graph poles jumped end over end off 
the viaduct iato the street below.

B rok e a t T h ree M ile C rossing 
The train stopped at the three mile 
crossing and probably broke in two 
when 
starting. 
There is 
a down 
grade all the way from the crossing 
to the city but the rear section did not 
gain m uci headway at first and the 
tw enty cars w ith the engine were 
soon a quarter of a mile ahead. 
Ap­ 
proaching the city the engines shut 
down. 
As the front section slackened 
its speed the second section began to 
catch up. 
It came past the Hanson 
factory fifteen miles an hour bystand­ 
ers declared. 
A moment later there 
was the crash and snap and grind of a 
collision. 
The front section had stopped a t the 
north end of the river bridge. 
T hat 
left the last car on the Bluff street via­ 
duct. 
This car the rear sect'on made 
into kindling with one sweep.

F ro m the Boston Journal: Eyes are 
popularly considered to be quite nec­ 
essary to sight, but this is an error, 
if we are to believe Dr. Nagel, a re­ 
cent 
German 
experimenter. 
Many 
creatures without eyes can see; at least 
they can distinguish perfectly well be­ 
tween light and darkness and even be­ 
tween different degrees of light. This 
is the lowest degree of seeing, to be 
sure, but still it is really sight, and 
differs scarcely more from the vision 
of some insects th at possess eyes than 
this does from our own clear sight. 
Creatures th at see w ithout eyes see by 
m eans of their skins. 
All skins, says 
Dr. Nagel, are potential eyes; th a t is, 
they are sensitive to light. In anim als 
th at have eyes the sensitiveness has 
been highly localized and greatly 
in­ 
creased—so th at 
man, for 
instance, 
has a retina very sensitive 
to light 
and an expanse of ordinary skin which 
possesses a sensitiveness to light 
so 
slight th at it is hardly conscious of it. 
Y et his skin is sensitive in some de­ 
gree, as is proved by the fact th at it 
su n b u rn s—th at is, light may cause a 
disturbance in the pigm ent of the skin 
ju st as it does in th at of the eye. 
In 
th e eye the disturbance is accom pan­ 
ied by a nervous change which sends 
a telegraphic message along the optic 
nerve to the brain. 
In the skin, too, 
there are nerves, and there are mes­ 
sages also, but their tidings im print 
no image on the m ind; they simply 
express discom fort—cry out “sunburn.” 
B ut in m any eyeless creatures the lack 
of eyes is in p art made up by increased 
sensitiveness of the whole skin su r­ 
face to light. Darwin long ago noticed 
th a t earthw orm s, although they have 
no eyes, will suddenly w ithdraw into 
th eir holes at the approach of a lighted 
candle.

in the wrater until they are exhausted. 
In general, Dr. Nagel finds th at crea­ 
tures which respond to sudden shad­ 
ows are those th at live in strong shells, 
while those affected by a sudden in­ 
crease of light live in sand or mud, 
from which they emerge occasionally. 
In both cases the sensitiveness of 
the 
skin to changes of light serves to pro­ 
tect the anim al. 
How doe? the skin 
acquire this peculiar sensitiveness? 
It 
will be best for the non-expert to sus­ 
pend judgm ent, since even the scien­ 
tists do not agree on this point. 
It 
m ay be th at it is a universal and ru ­ 
dim entary property of all skin, 
and 
th a t anim als with eyes have lost it in 
a greater or less degree, because they 
have no further need for it. 
T hat is 
one view\ Or it may be th at this prop­ 
erty has been developed 
in 
eyeless 
creatures just because they are eyeless 
and need it. 
T hat is another 
view*. 
Those who favor the latter 
opinion 
point to the fact th at some of 
the 
creatures which now have skins sen­ 
sitive to the light are 
probably de­ 
scendants of creatures with skins not 
so sensitive; in these instances 
the 
sensitiveness m ust have been recently 
developed. 
Snails are sensitive, 
but 
th eir relatives, the slugs, are not; this 
looks as if the form er had acquired the 
faculty. 
However this may be, 
Dr. 
N agle’s study of these curious and out- 
of-the-w ay facts is certainly interest­ 
ing and m ay lead in the future to an 
advance in our knowledge of the me­ 
chanism of sight.
